No details of the rescue were 
contained in the four radio mes­ 
sages that carried the news from 
the island in the far reaches 
of 
I.ake Superior where the freighter 
went aground Tuesday night 
in 
the same storm that sent the car 
ferry Milwaukee to the bottom of 
Lake Michigan with a loss of 52 
lives. 
The Seminole is expected to ar­ 
rive here early tomorrow. 


Saulte Ste. Marie, Mich., Oct. 26. 
Clearing skies and calm er seas brought 
relief today to the 31 survivors of the 
steam er Chicago who Were marooned 
on Michipocten Island in Lake Super 
ior when a storm grounded their ship 
Seven more members of the 
crew 
fought their way across the wilderness 
of the island today into Quebec H a r­ 
bor and reported the rest of the crew 
was in good condition. 


Saulte Ste. Marie, Mich., Oct. 26 
Thirty-one haggard and hungry sail­ 
ors shivered in 
the 
freezing 
gales 
sweeping Michipocten Island in Lake 
Superior today while ships held 
off 
from the jagged rocks, 
unable 
to 
rescue them. 
Starvation 
threatened 
the 
men, 
mem bers of the crew of the freighter 
Chicago, according to a radio message 
from the tug Whalen, 
which 
was 
aw aiting a lull in the waves before 
m aking another rescue attem pt. 
The Chicago, driven before the furi­ 
ous storm of Tuesday night, ram m ed 
onto the rocky ram p art of the little 
ireland. 
Seams were opened and the 
freighter sank at the stern, subm erg­ 
ing the crew ’s quarters. 
Fighting through the icy combers 
falling over the wrecked vessel, the 
sailors made their way to shore. Capt. 
P. C. Ferrel, of Buffalo, stayed aboard 
until all his men were safely ashore. 
Reports from the P ort of Quebec, 
an Indian settlem ent on the southeast 
side of the island, said one mem ber 
of the crew stumbled in there yester­ 
day, almost dead from cold and ex­ 
haustion. 
His clothes had been soak­ 
ed by m arsh waters and his face and 
hands torn by brambles. 
“I t’s one chance in IOO of getting 
through the way I came,” 
he said. 
‘•I’m afraid not m any will m ake it.” 
Michipocten 
Island 
is 
about 
120 
miles northw est of Saulte Ste. Marie. 
T. is a wilderness of crags, underbrush 
and marshes. 


Chicago, Oct. 26.—Hope th a t some 
of the 52 sailors missing since the 
G rand T runk car ferry went down in 
Lake Michigan during the storm on 
Tuesday night might still be alive flar­ 
ed up today and sped searchers by 
beat and airplane. 
Four bodies were found last night 
lashed to a nearly submerged lifeboat 
45 miles northwest of St. Joseph, Mich. 
The men had died of exposure and 
not drowning, coast guardsm en said, 
and they expressed the belief one was 
alive until yesterday.

some of the crew of the ferry had 
tim e to take to lifeboats and tended 
to discount the prevalent theory the 
big craft dived suddenly under the 
w ater when its cargo of

freight cars shifted to one side. 
This brought to nine the bodies re­ 
covered. 
Five victims, all of whom 
had perished by drowning, were found 
off Kenosha, Wis., near 
where

ferry went down.

200 RANGERS AND VOLUNTEER 
FIGHTERS DOUBLE EFFORTS 
TO CHECK BLAZES 


SHIFT IN WIND MAY CARRY THE 
FLAMES TO TIMBER LINE 
SETTLEMENTS 
Duluth, Minn., Oct. 26.—(U.R) — An 
increasing forest fire hazard in the 
eastern section of Minnesota’s north 
woods was reported here today aa 200 
rangers and volunteer fighters near 
the 
Grand Marais forestry station 
doubled their efforts to check three 
serious fires. 
No immediate danger was foreseen 
to lives or property in the territory 
but A. G. Hamel, district forester, de­ 
clared a shift in the wind might car­ 
ry the flames to within striking dis­ 
tance of a score of timber line settle­ 
ments near the western shore of Lake 
Superior. 
The most serious fire today was re­ 
ported to have swept over 700 acres 
of brush and timber land in an area 
only IO miles east of Grand Marais. 
Other blazes burned near Maple Hill 
and Orr. 
Hamel said rain or snow were the 
only factors capable of checking the 
fires as steadily burning underground 
peat fires ignited the dry woods faster 
than the rangers 
could 
bring 
the 
flames under control. 
For the past week nightly dews and 
frosts have helped keep the fires in 
check, Hamel said, but anothsr week 
of dry weather would “create one of 
the most serious situations in history.”

During that period the low temperature ran successively 39 
degrees, 25, 32, 29, 27 and 31 degrees. No snow, no heavy winds, 
just wonderful, balmy air, rich with the ozone carrying health and 
vitality. 
Why, if Los Angeles had weather like this they would be 
broadcasting it every day. 
Weather, in Los Angeles, is a muni­ 
cipal asset considered every bit as valuable and vital to the city as 
its film industry, manufacturing, harbor, airport, etc. 
Statistics 
are kept and the weather is dinned into every visitor or prospec­ 
tive visitor. California’s golden sunshine is harped on day after 
day and the advent of an occasional rain to dampen an otherwise 
golden, sunshiny day is considered as “something that never hap­ 
pened before.” 
Down at Seattle a leaden sky and fog and drizzling rain en­ 
velop the city during its winter period, hut Seattle never croaks 
about the weather. If a visitor gets “riled,” they escort him to the 
nearest home garden and show him the wonderful roses in bloom. 
The rain there is so little thought about, that umbrellas are a 
rarity. Woolen clothing sheds the mist or light rain.

Alarm inf/ Smut Loss' (Jonfinncs 


“ F o r a fifth year grain smut has levied a huge tax on tin* 
wheat crop of the central northwest,” declares IL Ii. Sumner, 
Executive Secretary of the Northwest Crop Improvement Associ­ 
ation. 
“Farmers, grainmen and millers have been confronted 
with this loss ever since 1925 when sixteen per cent of the wheal 
receipts in Minneapolis graded smutty. 
Last year, 1928, fourteen 
per cent of the wheat receipts graded smutty. 
Reports from the 
Office of Grain Investigations, lf. S. Department of Agriculture 
in Minneapolis, for August and September of this year, indicate 
that an equal loss will be sustained on the 1929 crop. 
“Smutty wheat cannot be used for the manufacture of the 
wonderful dour for which the states of Montana, North Dakota, 
Minnesota and South Dakota are famous until it undergoes a spe­ 
cial and expensive process of washing and scouring. 
For this 
reason the wheat buyers for the mills are obliged to discount 
smutty wheat from two to sometimes as high as fourteen cents 
a bushel. 
“W eare perplexed to find so much smutty grain,” continued 
Mr. Sumner, “when we consider the hundreds of meetings held 
by county agents, the many warnings given by State Agricultural 
College workers, the tons of literature distributed to farmers and 
the splendid articles carried by the newspapers. 
The grain pro­ 
ducers are enduring a severe loss. 
We are unable to understand 
why seed treatment to prevent smut is not more generally prac­ 
ticed. 
“A special study of the reasons for failure to eliminate smut 
is being made by authorities of the state and federal governments 
and our association. 
Perhaps this investigation will throw light 
on the subject.”

There can be no excuse iii tile latter 
case, as the money expended for work of this character is drawn 
from public funds or contributions from members of the com­ 
munity. 
A plea might be made that a saving in cost enters the 
matter, but that saving, if any, would be so slight that the plea is 
in itself evidence of the error. 
Reverse the situation, 
ll' workers in a community found it 
expedient to purchase supplies, clothing aud other necessities in 
adjacent centers, what would lie the effect on the local business 
community? Yet this course would seem just as logical as the one 
complained of. 
Spending money earned at home is one of the main factors in 
the industrial prosperity of a community and all its residents, and 
typographical unions are correct in entering objection when fel­ 
low citizens patronize printing establishments elsewhere.
